“Float Hopes” Materialize For 
St. Patrick’s Day Parade

In a Six Flags maintenance building on Main 
Street, amidst tall cartons of supplies and huge plas¬ 
tic bags full of stuffed toys, the structure and design 
are forming on Agawam’s first float ever to be drawn 
through the streets of Holyoke in the St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade. 

The parade, scheduled for March 18th, will offer the 
debut of the float and will carry Agawam’s first 
Colleen, Danielle DeForge, and her Court, Meagan 
Langevin, Emily Morton, Ashley Guiel, and Lori 
O'Dea. 

The parade float committee is composed of 
Pamela (DeForge) Jones, Berta Abbey, Tom Stanton, 
Lynn Fitzpatrick, and Angela Phillips, who is also co¬ 
chairwoman of the St. Patrick’s Committee. Robert 
Magovern is the other co-chairperson of the St. 
Patrick’s Committee. 

Co-chairmen of the float committee are Joe 
Fitzpatrick and Bill Pfau. Not present at the time of the 
photo but also signed up to help make Agawam's first 
float are Stephanie McLane and Hazel O’Brien. 

Although there are many upcoming events sched¬ 
uled for the St. Patrick’s Day Committee, the corned 
beef dinner on March 8th at the American Legion 
Hall (at presstime) promises to be both fun and edu¬ 
cational, with a demonstration of step dancing by local 
performers. An outstanding corned beef dinner and 
great social companionship should attract many local 
guests to the event (from 5:00 to 8:00 p.m. on March 
8th). 

Float committee co-chairman Bill Pfau explained 


the steps taken so far in the creation of the Agawam 
float. 

“We had to come up with a theme which would 
depict a person who portrayed the ideals of the Irish 
and those of Agawam. We chose Annie Sullivan, who 
grew up in Feeding Hills to about the age of 12.” 

Sullivan was known as “ Teacher" to Helen Keller 
and was pivotal to Keller’s ability to communicate with 
the outside world. 

According to The Miracle Worker (a book about 
their lifelong relationship), Sullivan's early experi¬ 
ences as Keller’s teacher were frustrating not only 
because of Keller’s blindness and inability to hear, but 
also because the child was completely uncivilized and 
no one was able to communicate with her. 

Annie Sullivan repeated hand signals to the girl 
until, in a dramatic moment, the word water - coupled 
with the feel of water being pumped on her hand - 
brought out Keller's almost-lost memory of language. 

The Anne Sullivan Memorial statue at Feeding Hills 
Center depicts this inspirational moment. 

The facsimile of the monument will ride atop 
Agawam’s St. Patrick's Day float, along with the 
Colleen and her Court (and a few other surprises). 
Float committee co-chairman Joe Fitzpatrick told us, 
“We began work on the float before the holidays. The 
work space and lots of technical guidance have been 
donated by Six Flags." 

Pfau added, “We had several meetings with the

general Six Flags staff. Although they have all been 
tremendously helpful, we want to especially recognize 
Debbie Moriarty, administrative assistant to the gen¬ 
eral manager/vice-president of Six Flags. She helped 
coordinate the help from Six Flags and serves on the 
St. Patrick’s Committee, as well as the board of direc¬ 
tors." 

Angela Phillips, co-chairwoman of the St. Patrick’s 
Committee, noted, “Six Flags donated the wagon, 
which was once a hay wagon, on which our float will 
rest. They also donated our space to work on the float 
and store it, which has been a huge help." 

Fitzpatrick expressed appreciation to those ven¬ 
dors from town who have helped, especially Hastie 
Fence and Six Flags, and mentioned that “people 
from surrounding towns have praised us for our 
progress in this first year of our full participation." 

Phillips formulated a similar view: “Since we start¬ 
ed attending the Sunday meetings in Holyoke in 
September, the other committees are amazed by our 
progress as a first-year venture, which has included a 
Colleen and a float. Other vendors we want to thank 
are DeCaro Nursery for the shrubbery around the 
float, and the Zielinskis for towing the float to and from 
Holyoke.” 

The float will be pulled by a different vehicle, pro¬ 
vided by the Holyoke Parade Committee, during the 
actual parade.

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Details Regarding 
The Community 
Preservation Act 

On December 14, 2000, the Community 
Preservation Act became effective in all 351 cities 
and towns in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
This act, signed into law by Governor Cellucci, gives 
each community the ability to adopt the act and estab¬ 
lish a Community Preservation Fund for open space 
acquisition, historical preservation, and affordable 
housing. 

The Community Preservation Act is a tool which 
allows a community to establish a fund for the pur¬ 
pose of open land acquisition and preservation, his¬ 
torical preservation, and affordable housing (with 
funding coming from a property tax surcharge of up to 
three percent). In addition, the state will match local 
community funds up to 100 percent with funds from 
the Community Preservation Trust Fund (which is 
funded from an increase in recording fees at the 
Registry of Deeds). 

In keeping with the above, Mayor Richard Cohen 
and City Council President Gina Letellier have 
appointed an Ad Hoc Community Preversation 
Committee to inform the citizens of Agawam of the act 
and solicit public input prior to making a recommen¬ 
dation to the Council regarding its adoption. If a favor¬ 
able recommendation for adoption were forwarded to 
the council, the question of acceptance would be put 
on the November ballot in the form of a referendum 
question to determine if the citizens of Agawam want 
to adopt the act. 

The Community Preservation Ad Hoc Committee 
will be holding a public meeting later in the month of 
March, the purpose of which will be to explain the 
requirements of the Community Preservation Act, 
solicit input, and answer questions concerning the 
act. The date, time, and location will be announced 
shortly.

Agawam Board Of Health 
Massachusetts Tobacco Control Program 

At the November 8, 2000 meeting, the Agawam 
Board of Health considered draft regulations enti¬ 
tled BOARD OF HEALTH REGULATIONS 
RESTRICTING YOUTH ACCESS TO TOBACCO. 
The Board of Health invites comments regarding 
these proposed regulations at a public hearing on 
March 14, 2001 at 6:30 p.m. in the Community 
Room at the Agawam Police Department, 681 
Springfield St., Agawam. 

Complete copies of the draft regulation are 
available at the Agawam Health Department. A 
summary of the proposed regulation is as fol¬ 
lows: 

Sale of tobacco products to minors is prohibit¬ 
ed. Each retailer shall verify a purchaser’s age by 
means of photographic identification which notes 
the purchaser’s date of birth. Retailers must apply 
for an annual permit from the Agawam Board of 
Health to sell tobacco products. Retailers must 
post a copy of M.G.L. 270, Sec. 6 pertaining to the 
sale of tobacco products to minors at all cash reg¬ 
isters. Tobacco vending machines are prohibited. 
Out of package sales of tobacco products are pro¬ 
hibited as are self-service displays and free sam¬ 
ples. 

Penalties for sales to minors are progressive 
with each violation within one calendar year. 
Penalties range from $100 for the first offense to 
license suspension for the third offense. 
Penalties for other subsections of the regulation 
will result in a fine of $100 per day per violation. 
Violations may be penalized by means of the non¬ 
criminal method of disposition.

March 13, 2001, and can be addressed to the

Seniors are encouraged to call 1-800-AGE-INFO 
to request an application. All people 65 years or older 
can join at any time during the first 12 months of the 
plan. After the first year, seniors must join within one 
year of their 65th birthday or be subject to a surchage.

Program Plus are required to apply for the new pro¬ 
gram in order to continue receiving benefits. 

“Our Prescription Advantage Plan provides all sen¬ 
iors an affordable option in obtaining prescription drug 
insurance,” added Melconian. "But seniors can’t ben¬ 
efit unless they sign up." 

The new plan is available to all Massachusetts res¬ 
idents 65 years and older, regardless of their income. 
Similar to other prescription drug insurance plans, 
there are premiums, co-pays, and deductibles. But, 
depending on your income, the Commonwealth will 
help subsidize your premiums and deductible. Other 
benefits of the plan include a limit on annual out-of- 
pocket expenses, as well as catastrophic.coverage. 
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Melconian Backs 
Rehabilitation 
Counseling 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that she is ihe 
lead sponsor of legislation to mandate that insurers 
cover the services of rehabilitation counselors. 
Rehabilitation counselors help individuals overcome 
physical, mental, and substance abuse problems so 
that they can return to work. 

“Disability does not have to be a bar to rewarding, 
successful employment,” said Melconian. “Many indi¬ 
viduals simply need some basic assistance in finding 
a job that matches their physical and mental abilities.” 

Rehabilitation counselors are not physical thera¬ 
pists. Instead, they are licensed mental health profes¬ 
sionals who focus on the non-physical barriers that 
keep people from work. A counselor may ease a men¬ 
tally retarted individual’s transition into employment or 
find suitable employment for an accident victim with 
limited mobility. 

A survey by the Health Insurance Association of 
America indicates that the use rehabilitation coun¬ 
selors can result in significant cost savings. The 
study shows that for each dollar invested in rehabili¬ 
tation counseling, public and private payments for dis¬ 
ability can be reduced by almost $30. 

Melconian’s legislation, Senate Bill 752, “An act 
improving access to rehabilitation counseling, man¬ 
dates that insurance companies pay the services of 
rehabilitation counselors in the same way they do 
other mental health professionals such as psycholo¬ 
gists, social workers, and mental health counselors. 

"Rehabilitation counselors help their patients gain 
economic self-sufficiency, independence, and self¬ 
esteem,” said Melconian. “Their services are invalu¬ 
able to their patients and society.”

Fire Safety Tips For 
Senior Citizens 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

If you are age 65 or older, you are your our best 
insurance agent against fire and burn injuries. Fire 
safety isn’t just for children because (like children) 
older Americans are at a greater risk of being injured 
or killed from fires or burn injuries than other adults. 
The Agawam Fire Department encourages you to 
take some time to look for and correct fire hazards 
around your home. 

Make sure you have at least one working smoke 
detector on each level of your home. They should be 
tested once a month, and the battery should be 
changed annually. 

Have an escape plan. Know two ways out of every 
room in case fire or smoke block one way out. 
Remember, during a fire the breathable air is close to 
the floor, so crawl low under smoke. Once you get 
out, stay out and call the fire department (911) from a 
neighbor’s. Keep your glasses and a flashlight by 
your bed. 

If you smoke or have smokers in your home, extra 
precautions should be taken. Each year, careless 
smoking is a major cause of fires. A lit cigarette that 
falls onto a bed or sofa can smoulder for hours. You 
should never smoke in bed or when lying down. 

Make sure large, deep ashtrays are used and that 
all smoking materials have been extinguished com¬ 
pletely. Dispose of butts in a metal container or douse 
with water before emptying into a trash can. 

The kitchen is another area that can be very dan¬ 
gerous if certain precautions are not followed. Make 
sure your stove is clean and free of grease build-up. 
Keep flammables, such as towels and pot holders, 
away from the stove and oven. 

Turn pot handles away from the front of the stove 
so they won’t be knocked off or pulled down. If you're 
called away from the kitchen during food preparation, 
turn all burners off. If you have a stove fire, put a lid 
on it, turn off the heat, and let it cool. 

Many fires are caused by home heating. You 
should have your heating system checked annually 
by a qualified professional. If you use portable electric 
or kerosene heaters, make sure they have at least 
three feet of clearance around them while in operation 
and always follow the manufacturer’s instructions for 
their use. 

Make sure you’ve insured your safety at home 
by knowing what to do in case of a fire. Contact 
the Agawam Fire Department at 786-2662 if you 
have any questions or need more information.

Bill Filed To 
Speed Phone Service 
For Handicapped 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased 10 announce that she has filed 
legislation to require all providers of local, residential 
telephone service to install phone service within 24 
hours, or make a reasonable alternate accommoda¬ 
tion, for all handicapped individuals. 

“For handicapped individuals, barriers to phone 
service can be life-threatening,” said Melconian. 
“Because disabled and handicapped individuals often 
have complex medical needs, they are more likely to 
suffer a medical emergency that requires immediate 
attention. Without phone service, they may be help¬ 
less.” 

Currently, no procedure exists for a disabled indi¬ 
vidual to receive expedited phone service in the 
Commonwealth, and the wait for installation of local 
phone service can be as long as 10 days. Immediate 
phone service is especially important for disabled 
individuals. 

Not only do these individuals rely on the phone for 
prompt medical attention, it is also a vital link to the 
outside world. The phone is invaluable in securing 
food and other necessities, and may be the individ¬ 
ual’s sole means of contact with friends or relatives. 

The bill uses the definition of handicap found in the 
anti-discrimination statutes of the General Laws and 
contains a penalty of $1,000 for any individual who 
claims to be handicapped in order to gain immediate 
telephone services. 

“It is vital that handicapped individuals be able to 
contact the outside world as quickly as possible,” said 
Melconian. “This bill will make it easier for them to live 
normal, independent lives.”

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Senator Melconian 
Co-Sponsor Of 
Contraceptive Legis. 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is proud to announce that she is the lead 
co-sponsor of legislation that mandates insurers 
cover all contraceptives that have been approved by 
the Federal Food and Drug Administration. 

“Contraceptive coverage is the most important 
health issue for women from 15 to 50,” said 
Melconian. “It affects their jobs, their marriage, their 
sense of self-worth, every aspect of their lives. It is an 
outrage that it requires legislative action to provide 
such a basic health service.” 

With the passage of this legislation, Massachusetts 
would join 10 other states, including Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, and Maine, that hae already 
required comprehensive contraceptive coverage by 
insurers. There are more than 900,000 women of 
childbearing age in the Commonwealth. 

The lack of contraceptive coverage is a serious 
problem nationally. More than 40% of typical large 
group family plans and 7% of HMOs do not cover any 
contraceptive coverage. Because of this lack of cov¬ 
erage, women pay an average of 68% (approx. 
$7,000 to $10,000 over their lifetime)-more than men 
in out-of-pocket medical expenses - much of it for 
contraception. 

Melconian’s legislation, Senate bill 805, would 
mandate that insurers cover the most common forms 
of birth control, including the pill, lUDs, diaphragms, 
norplant insertion, and depo provera injection. The bill 
further requires insurers to cover hormone replace¬ 
ment therapy necessary for fertility treatments and to 
help post-menopausal women maintain bone density. 
The bill also contains a conscience clause that 
exempts churches and church controlled organiza¬ 
tions from having to provide this coverage to their 
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Agawam Town Council Members

Open Burning Guidelines For Agawam 


The Department of Environmental Protection has 
designated January 15, 2001 through May 1, 2001 for 
open burning. 

Certain guidelines have been established and must 
be adhered to. The Agawam Fire Department will 
issue and monitor each permit on a daily basis. 
Permits will only be issued weather permitting and 
only to those locations meeting guidelines. 

1. Burning of brush, cane driftwood, and forestry 
debris will be allowed. 

2. No grass, hay leaves, stumps, paper products, 
trash of any kind will be allowed. CONSTRUCTION 
MATERIALS ARE STRICTLY PROHIBITED AT ANY 
TIME. 

3. Burning shall take place between the hours of 
10:00 a.m. and 4:00 p.m. 


4. NO COMMERCIAL OR INSTITUTIONAL BURN¬ 
ING PERMITS WILL BE ISSUED. 

5. Burning shall be at a location greater than 75 
feet from any dwelling or structure. 

6. Outside burning for cooking purposes is allowed. 

7. NEVER USE GASOLINE TO START THE FIRE. 

8. Someone must attend the fire until completely 
extinguished. Have water supply handy at all times. 

ANY FIRE WHICH IS DETERMINED TO BE A 
HEALTH HAZARD OR NUISANCE, WILL BE 
REQUIRED TO BE EXTINGUISHED IMMEDIATELY. 

All permits will be issued from Fire Headquarters, 
800 Main Street, Agawam. The phone number is 786-

“The dangers and social harms of unplanned preg¬ 
nancy are undisputed,” said Melconian. “They include 
death, serious physical harm, the emotional trauma of 
adoption or abortion, and the huge financial, mental, 
and physical costs of raising a child.

The 
fact is that insurers have refused to provide these 
necessary medicines in too many case. When private 
industry refuses to take responsible steps to meet a 
public need, the legislature has no choice but to act."

Skin Conditions Related To Pregnancy 

Last week, I wrote about stretch marks in relation to 
pregnancy. Along with this change comes common 
skin conditions such as melasma, acne, and vericose 
veins. 

Melasma is also known as “pregnancy mask” and 
is caused by the hormonal changes of pregnancy. 
These hormones make your skin more likely to devel¬ 
op dark pigment when exposed to sunlight. This can 
be seen as brown pigmentation around the eyes, on 
the cheeks, and above the lip. 

A definite circle or “mask,” if you will, sometimes 
can be seen around the perimeter of the entire face. 
Asian skin is most susceptible to melasma. 
Prevention is important and is as simple as wearing 
an ultra-broad spectrum sunscreen which blocks both 
UVA and UVB rays. 

Choose sunscreens that contain titanium or zinc. 
Daily application (and reapplication when needed) is 
very important for prevention. Melasma can develop 
from just standing in front of a sunny window doing 
dishes, or sun exposure through a car window on a 
short drive. 

If you do develop melasma, using alpha-hydroxy 
acids or retinoids can exfoliate the skin, thus speeding 
up the shedding process of those darker skin cells. 
This skin care regimen should not be used until after 


you have given birth. 

Stubborn cases have had success by using a low- 
to mid-potency topical steroid cream. Added glycolic- 
acid peels can be tried, depending on the severity. 

Check with your dermatologist and obstetrician. 

Acne caused by the hormonal changes of preg¬ 
nancy can be just a temporary condition. Hygiene is 
the top priority, using a mild cleansing agent and non- 
comedogenic products. For more stubborn cases, 
some obstetricians will prescribe erythromycin in 
either a pill or topical solution which is usually safe for 
pregnant women. 

The more commonly prescribed medication for 
stubborn acne is tetracycline and Accutane, but they 
are definitely not to be used by pregnant women. You 
can try using alpha-hydroxy acids (AHA) during preg¬ 
nancy, but avoid beta-hydroxy acid products because 
these are related to aspirin and can be harmful to a 
pregnant woman. Before taking any course of action, 
consult your dermatologist and your obstetrician.

The Global Positioning System (GPS) is changing the way we work, 
travel, and play. Using the signals from multiple satellites, an inexpensive 
GPS receiver can compute your location anywhere in the world. Using the 
information can help a lost hiker return to camp, enable a driver to locate a 
house in a strange city, or guide commercial fishermen back to the place of 
a big catch. In a very real sense, it is "guidance from above." 

But it helps only the person who believes the information and acts on it. 
What if a person viewed the GPS readout and said, "I can't possibly be 
where this says lam"? What good would it be if a person turned off the 
unit, jammed it in a pocket, and headed out on his own, saying, "I know 
I'm going east, even if this thing says I'm going south"? 

In a similar way, God's guidance through the Bible benefits us only when 
we trust His Word and obey it. "The humble He guides injustice," the 
psalmist wrote, "and the humble He teaches His way. All the paths of the 
Lord are mercy and truth, to such as keep His covenant and His 
testimonies" (Psalm 25:9-10).

What Will Our Destiny Be? 

Someone once wrote a book entitled “The Hard 
Sayings of Jesus.” The premise of the book is that 
there are some things Jesus Christ said, which are not 
easy for some people to accept. Some people would 
prefer it if Jesus had only said sweet and serene 
things. The fact is, He didn’t. 

Among the so-called “hard sayings” of Jesus are 
comments He made which seem to be exclusive, 
maybe even unaccepting of at least some people. For 
example, Then Jesus went through the towns and 
villages, teaching as He made His way to 
Jerusalem. Someone asked Him, "Lord, are only a 
few people going to be saved?” He said to them, 
"Make every effort to enter through the narrow 
door, because many, I tell you, will try to enter and 
not be able to. Once the owner of the house gets 
up and closes the door, you will stand outside 
knocking and pleading, ‘Sir, open the door for us.’ 
But he will answer, 7 don’t know you or where you 
come from. ’ Then you will say, ‘We ate and drank 
with you, and you taught in our streets. ’ But he 
will reply, 7 don’t know you or where you come 
from. Away from me, you evildoers!’ There will be 
weeping there, and gnashing of teeth, when you 
see Abraham, Isaac and Jacob and all the 
prophets in the kingdom of God, but you your¬ 
selves thrown out. People will come from east and 
west and north and south, and will take their 
places at the feast in the kingdom of God. Indeed 
there are those who are last who will be first, and 
first who will be last.” Obviously, Jesus did not con¬ 
cern Himself with being "politically correct.” Before we 
get all carried away, condemning Jesus for seemingly 
speaking harshly and non-inclusively, let’s consider 
what He actually said. Believe it or not, Jesus’ mes¬ 
sage was full of hope for all of us. 

One point which Jesus seemed to be making here 
is that Christianity is about relationship, rather than 
religion. God wants to know us, and for us to know 
Him, rather than just know about Him. It would seem 
that the people Jesus was speaking about here were 
not friends with God. Yes, they had something of a 
passing acquaintance with Him, but not a true and 


deep friendship. Had they been friends, they would 
not have been on the outside when the owner of the 
house gets up and closes the door. Religion is a 
good thing, if it is an expression of our living and 
active relationship with God. Apart from life with God, 
religion is dead and ultimately empty. 

Another point which Jesus seemed to be making 
comes more in the form of a warning. That warning is 
that there is actually an “end game.” History, either 
from the point of view of the human race in its entire¬ 
ty or from our own individual perspectives, is indeed 
headed towards a conclusion. At some point, the 
owner of the house gets up and closes the door. 
People have a tendency to think and speak with cer¬ 
tainty about uncertain things, such as what we plan to 
do or not do; and conversely, to think and speak with 
uncertainty about things which are certain, such as 
death. “I will do this or that,” we say; and we also say, 
“If I die..." Jesus issues each of us a chilling warning 
that at some point this life will conclude. Are we 
ready? 

Billy Graham used to ask a powerful, yet easily 
answered question: “If you were to die today, are you 
absolutely certain you would go to heaven?” We pre¬ 
pare for just about every contingency; is each of us 
prepared for the one certainty we know is coming? 

The Bible says, but do not forget this one thing, 
dear friends: With the Lord a day is like a thou¬ 
sand years, and a thousand years are like a day. 
The Lord is not slow in keeping His promise (about 
Jesus’ second coming and the conclusion of history) 
as some understand slowness. He is patient with 
you, not wanting anyone to perish, but everyone 
to come to repentance. 

In actuality, Jesus pleads with each of us in His 
comments, "make every effort to enter through the 
narrow door, because many, I tell you, will try to 
enter and not be able to." Notice that Jesus did not 
in any way suggest people should be passive, or lazy, 
when it comes to getting into heavers The picture 
comes to mind of one of those shopping scenes, like 
the day after Thanksgiving when many people crowd 
outside certain stores at an insanely early hour, in 
order to be among the first to rush in and scoop up the 
bargains. That’s how each of us should be about 
heaven’s gate! Jesus in no way said it is impossible to 
get into heaven, just that it’s neither easy nor auto¬ 
matic. What will our destiny be? Jesus wants each of 
us to take our places at the feast in the kingdom of 
God.

Global Survey Results 
Reveal Startling Savings Trends 

If you’re like most Americans who plan for the day 
when work becomes optional, there’s good news and 
bad news according to a recent survey conducted by 
American Express. The bad news: Americans aren’t 
saving enough for retirement. The good news: We’re 
doing quite well compared to our foreign counterparts. 

Americans participaing in the survey reported sav¬ 
ing an average of $387 each month - that’s the high¬ 
est saving rate of the 11 countries surveyed. Investors 
in the United Kingdom and Germany came in second 
and third with $191 and $184 per month respectively. 

While the American average doesn’t sound too 
foreboding, more than a third of the U.S. population 
surveyed admitted they don’t save any money at all. 
And, even though saving for retirement surfaced as 
Americans’ top financial concern, nearly half of the 
participants confessed they aren’t confident they’re 
putting enough aside for that goal. 

The American Express survey trends are support¬ 
ed by U.S. Commerce Department data. Those statis- 
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tics show that American savings rates fell from 10.8% 
of personal income in 1981 to 3.7% in 1998 and 2.1% 
in the third quarter of 1999. 

So with a thriving economy and the robust stock 
market of the recent past, what has caused the 
decline in savings discipline? According to Jim 
Cracchiolo, president of American Express’ Global 
Financial Services Group and CEO of American 
Express Financial Advisors, “Americans are living in 
the prosperity of the moment, sometimes forgetting to 
plan for the future and the ultimate dream of financial 
independence.” 

With our discretionary dollars being tugged in so 
many directions, it’s easy to see why saving often 
ends up on the back burner. But does it have to? If 
you are among the throng of Americans with concerns 
about your financial future and would like to infuse 
your savings plan, consider these suggestions: 

Set realistic goals. Before investing, carefully con¬ 
sider your intentions and expectations. Weigh how 
much you can afford to invest and how much risk you 
are willing to assume. Most importantly, allow a realis¬ 
tic timeframe for reaching your goals. Dreaming about 
a goal like buying a retirement home in a tropical cli¬ 
mate is a futile exercise unless you create a plan to 
make the dream a reality.

Securing your future may mean going with¬ 
out that long anticipated weekend retreat or your daily 
mocha latte, but you’ll realize the payoff in the end. 

To make investing a priority, consider earmarking a 
certain amount from each paycheck for investing. 


Automatic savings plans can make it easy for you to 
stash a set amount away at regular intervals - and, 
chances are, if you never see the cash, you won’t 
even miss it. 

Start now. Procrastination is the number one rea¬ 
son people fall short of their retirement goals. 
Consider this example: Assume you want $20,000 10 
years from now. At a modest 6%, before-tax rate of 
return, you would need to save $122 each month 
starting now, versus $786 each month if you wait eight 
years. Keep in mind that this hypothetical rate of 
return is for illustrative purposes only. It is not meant 
to represent the past or future returns of any specific 
investment, or investment strategy, or to imply any 
guaranteed earnings. 

Educate yourself. Remember that when it comes 
to investing, knowledge is power. You can gain the 
knowledge you need by attending financial seminars, 
reading personal finance books and magazines, join¬ 
ing investment clubs, or by simply asking for help from 
a friend, family member, or a professional financial 
advisor. 

The more knowledge you have about investments, 
the more likely you will be able to make the right deci¬ 
sions about funding your future goals. 

Finally, keep in mind that three-fourths of 
Americans who participated in the American Express 
survey expressed an optimistic attitude about our 
future economic landscape. While you may or may 
not agree, one thing is for sure: You have the power 
to take control of your own financial future, and there’s 
no better time to get started than today. 



Small Claims Procedure 


A function of the District Courts is the administra¬ 
tion of the small-claims procedure, which is a simple, 
informal, and speedy procedure for the determination 
of claims in the nature of contract or tort, other than 
slander or libel, in which plaintiff’s claim does not 
exceed $2,000.00. Actions which may be brought 
under the small claims procedure are not required to 
be brought under that procedure but may be brought 
in the usual manner by a civil action. 

In 1973, the entire small claims procedure was 
overhauled by two separate legislative enactments. 
Among the principal provisions are that the action 
may now be brought in the judicial district in which the 


defendant lives or has his usual place of business, or 
where he is employed; the finding for the plaintiff in 
the District Court is prima facie evidence in the trial by 
jury of six if the defendant appeals; and neither party 
is entitled to a report, but the District Court judge may 
submit the matter as a case stated to the Appellate 
Division of the District Court. 

The plaintiff, by electing to follow the small claims 
procedure, loses his right to a jury trial, as does the 
defendant unless he removes the cause to a jury of 
six session in the District Court on appeal. Unless the 
cause is so removed, the judgment of the District 
Court is final in the sense that neither party has any 
right of appeal to the Superior Court. 

New rules have been adopted for small claims 
actions - Uniform Small Claims Rules. A simple state¬ 
ment filed with the clerk of the appropriate District 
Court together with the filing fee of less than $20 is 
sufficient to commence the action. Upon this filing, the 
Court will set a date for a hearing on the matter. The 
clerk then sends a double notice to the defendant - 
one notice by certified mail, return receipt requested, 
and the other by first class mail. The certified mail 


notice will be deemed sufficient notice though it is 
unclaimed or refused so long as the notice by first 
class mail is not returned to the court undelivered. 

This is an improvement over the earlier system 
which caused problems for plaintiffs in effectuating 
service. The defendant may file a letter of defense 
though he is not required to answer in any form to 
avoid being defaulted. There are provisions for count¬ 
er-claims and amendments. No pre-trial attachment of 
property is permitted. Participation by attorneys may 
be limited by the court and non-lawyers shall be per¬ 
mitted to assist both parties. 

At the time and date set for the hearing, the parties 
should be prepared to put on their case, including live 
witnesses, exhibits, photographs, and the like. The 
defendant should be prepared to defend in a like man¬ 
ner. 

The Court will usually take the matter under advise¬ 
ment and issue its written decision within 10 days. 
The defendant has 30 days to appeal the decision.

Over-The-Counter Medication 

1 am always amazed to hear how much over-the- 
counter medication some people take. They think 
nothing of taking several aspirin, Motrin, Tylenol, etc. 
per day. 

I’ll ask if it helps and they say, no, it doesn’t touch 
the pain. But yet, they continue to take it. Why?? I 
also know people that, before they even get up, pop 
a few pain medications. This is scary, considering the 
effects of some of these medications. 

A 1999 study in the N.E. Journal of Medicine found 
the annual number of hospitalizations for serious gas¬ 
trointestinal complications related to non-steroidal 
anti-inflammatory drugs (NSAIDs) to be at least 
103,000. Another study found one in 1,200 patients 
taking NSAIDs for at least two months will die from 
gastroduodenal complications. 

There is an expected increase of sales in over-the- 
counter medications over the next few years. This 
may be due to the very effective marketing by the 
pharmaceutical companies, as opposed to the overall 
benefits. 

I am not against taking medications, but if the med¬ 
ications are not effective and we take them anyway 
from just habit or because the advertisements say to, 
then there’s a problem. We need to think about what 
we’re doing.

Public Confused About Diets... 

A new study suggests Americans are fed up with 
all the conflicting diet advice and they are eating what 
they want. The study was conducted at the Fred 
Hutchinson Cancer Center and appeared in the jour¬ 
nal of the American Dietetic Association. 

More than 40 percent of those surveyed say 
they’re tired of hearing about what foods they should 
or shouldn’t eat. About 40 percent agree that some 
conflicting dietary guidelines should be taken with a 
“grain of salt." And about one-in-four say a low-fat diet 
takes the pleasure out of eating. So what does all this 
mean? 

Researchers conclude that the more confused 
people feel about what is and isn’t good for them, the 
more likely they are to just eat a high-fat diet. 

But don’t be confused or frustrated by conflicting 
nutrition information. Conflicts occur because the 
information needs to be individualized. For example, 
in general soy is good for you, but soy allergies are 
not uncommon. 

So take the nutrition information you hear and ask 
your doctor or dietitian how and if it applies to you.

These past several weeks I have been sharing 
my story about the life of my second child. This is 
a story I began writing several years ago and con¬ 
tinue to write today. I hope to share our story; in 
chapter form, over the next couple of months. 
Last week, in part 2 of 4 of Chapter 4, I described 
how there is a cost and privilege to being a family 
member. I touched upon my role as family media¬ 
tor and how I came to understand who I am, 
embodied in my family nickname - “dopey 
Danny”. 

Chapter Four - (part 3 of 4) 

THE OPERATION - The Call 

One of the important gifts given me from relating 
with Julia was a re-awakening of my concerns around 
the issue of “touch” in my life. My desire to touch and 
be touched, both physically and emotionally was final¬ 
ly available to take a closer look at. 

My experience of touch with Julia and what touch 
came to mean regarding my sense of ‘belonging’ was 
far different from the cost and privilege it meant ‘to 
belong’ living through my teens and early twenties. 
There, in the seminary, ‘to belong’, came to mean for 
the most part, to be abusively, physically touched and 
taken advantage of by other “touch starved” boys and 
young men. The touching of my body and my soul had 
come to mean something ‘dirty’, ‘secretive’, ‘closet’. 
The message from both the students and priests was 
to keep the closet door closed shut! The privilege and 
cost of membership!? The double edge that cut the 
very fabric of me during those formative years. The 
bind that sticks? 


Holding and touching my beloved daughter, Julia, I 
experienced new healthy sensations of what it could 
mean “to belong” to one another. The conflict raging 
inside me, however, about who it is I am “suppose” to 
be swirled its wrath. The power of the family system 
reminded me of the systemic message that, first and 
foremost, I am to be overwhelmed by my environ¬ 
ment, second, always be aware of my family role 
(identity) as “dopey Danny” and third, be the one in 
the middle willing to sacrifice myself for whatever oth¬ 
ers around me need. God knows and gave me a fam¬ 
ily that created plenty to be overwhelmed with. 
Somehow, God blessed and seemingly cursed me 
with this ability to be in the middle of things - to stay 
there and take it - to fight, flee and come back and 
thank God - to nearly be able to forget, especially the 
pain! 

Entrusted by God to be “Sensitive” to others has 
had its cost too, namely, me. What about me, God? 
Dame You! I gave so much of my life for you in “reli¬ 
gious” servitude. For what? To be abused? For 
Whom? Everybody else? 

Giving away my life is what I’ve learned to do so 
well, even in the service of self destruction. “Don’t tell 
me what to do, damn it!”, I’d defiantly, indiscriminately 
yell out to God, to whomever would listen. “Please, 
tell me what to do", I’d hesitantly inquire, fearful of 
admonishment and/or embarrassment. The bind that 
sticks! I know this well. 

To be a boy and able to feel as sensitive as a girl, 
in a boys body. Is this strange? Am I strange? “You’re 
weird”, my brothers and some friends back home 
would reassure me on those lonely vacations home 
among the membership. In addition to being told I 
was “dopey”, I’d get harsh messages that I was queer 
and a faggot because I go to that all boys seminary 
school. So I’d attempt to counter balance their com¬ 
ments and my abusive experiences by dating, some 
times, two or three girls at a time, while on my sum¬ 
mer vacations and Christmas breaks. This behavior, 
in fact, was recommended to me by the seminary 
director of students to help redress the negative real¬ 
ities of seminary living he knew were not being direct¬ 


ly addressed toward a healthy sexual development. 

While on vacation, I remember often walking home 
early many a night, because I choose not to hang out 
with my friends when they went drinking or something. 
My mom would greet me at the door and constantly 
reassure me that “I was different, but special”. As an 
insecure teenager, hearing this from your mother was 
like receiving the kiss of death. She’d invite me to 
stay close to her so that she could take care of me, 
teach me and help me navigate my problems. Dad, on 
the other hand, would encourage me to go and do 
whatever it was I needed to do, to think about taking 
care of me first and that I no longer needed to keep 
trying to keep him and mom together. He’d assure me 
that they’d be OK without me. 

The bind that sticks! Stay close by, yet go! Go, yet 
stay close by! Don’t go, don’t stay. I’ve grown up feel¬ 
ing confused! Even now, I wonder what am I talking 
about? Doubt myself is the internal tape message 
that keeps playing in my head. Tell myself how worthy 
I am by how confused I can become. Chaos is my 
constant companion. You follow me wherever I go. 
You tell me what to do, what to think, what to feel. I’m 
confused, especially about what I want. The bind that 
sticks? 

What does all this talk about being abused and how 
I related to my parents, girls, boys, siblings and 
friends have to do with my ’call’ to touch and be 
touched by my, Julia, anyway? Everything!

Some Italian Dishes... 

Did you know you can send in recipes to me P.O. 
Box 741, Agawam, MA 01001? 

I want all of you to give Cappacio's on Cooper 
Street in Agawam a try. Recently, I had the chef on my 
radio show, and I tried one of his special dishes. I had 
salmon a la pescadore; it was very good. 

I have known the owner, John Cappacio, for many 
years, and I know the pride that he has in his busi¬ 
ness. Something that Byron would like for you to do is 
ask for him to come out to the table before ordering 
and discus your menu with hime. This is done Sunday 
through Thursday (the weekends are too hectic for 
the special orders). 

Why not try making osso bucco at home. Start with 
a good quality veal shank. Lightly dust with flour and 
brown in a skillet. Add a TB butter, parsley, three TB 
demi-glaze, a splash of cognac, some minced shal¬ 
lots, chopped tomatoes, and a pinch of saffron. 
Transfer to a 225-degree oven; now, pour a cup of 
veal stock over the shank cover and slow-roast the 
shanks for at least 2-1/2 hours. Check back often to 
make sure you do not run out of liquid. Add more 
stock as necessary. I make at least four at a time. 

For a stronger taste, you can use beef shanks. 
Serve with a roasted potato or a risotto (mushroom). 
The marrow in the bone is delicious. 

How about some Sunday sauce - the red lead - or 
whatever you want to call it? This thick, rich Ragu 
sauce is an all-day project. My sister starts at about 
7:00 a.m. to brown veal bones and neck bones, as 
well as beef and pork. Then in goes the garlic, basil, 
sugar, wine, and tomatoes to cook all day. Around 
3:00 or 4:00 o’clock, she would call everybody to the 
table. She also would make rabbit and sauce. 

I remember one time when we were kids and my 
grandfather killed a couple of rabbits for Sunday din¬ 
ner. My grandmother told us that it was chicken, but I 
had helped my grandfather slaughter the rabbits. My 
aunts and uncles were gnawing away on dinner and I 
was grinning, while this sister told my oldest sister a 
teary-eyed tale about how these chickens had too 
many legs. She knew. 

The slow cooking is why game and meats can be 
so tender. The form of cooking is braising - cooked in 
liquid. At the end you can allow the liquid to dry up a 
bit. The flavors are intense and wonderful.

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Mary Czajkowski Completes Three-Year Doctoral Program

Mary A. Czajkowski has served as assistant super¬ 
intendent of Agawam Schools for three years. 

She recently completed a three-year doctoral pro¬ 
gram through Nova Southeastern University in Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida. 

Czajkowski learned about the doctoral program 
from a colleague from East Longmeadow, Principal 
Susan Mitchell of Mountain View Elementary School, 
who was already enrolled. Czajkowski started the 
three-year, national Ed.D. program for educational 
leaders in September 1997. The three-year commit¬ 
ment required attendance at the Springfield Marriott 
one Saturday per month. Participants had to be 
administrators in education to apply and enroll. 

“We were required to go to the Marriott once a 
month from 8:00 a.m. until 5:00 p.m. for three years,” 
Czajkowski told us. “There were a total of 24 adminis¬ 
trators in the program at its start and 17 when it 
ended. I think | was the first to finish.” 

Program components were study areas, field study 
products (dissertation requirements), and summer 
institutes. According to one of the web pages for EDL, 
“The National EdD Program for Educational Leaders 
is a field-based doctoral program for practicing admin¬ 
istrators of prekindergarten through 12th grade public 
and private institutions. The purpose of the program is 
to improve the nation's schools by improving the lead¬ 
ership skills of school and school system administra¬ 
tors.” 

Participants in the program attend classes at clus¬ 
ters ites. “A cluster is a cohort of administrators meet¬ 
ing at an instructional site in a geographical area close 
to their workplace," 

explains another of the web pages of Nova 
Southeastern University. "Cluster members share 
\Y\evr pTotess\ona\ expertise, provide support and 
encouragement, and facilitate efforts to improve 
schools." 

Czajkowski talked to us about the variety of profes¬ 
sors, referred to as national lecturers, professors from 
various colleges and universities throughout the 
nation. These professors came from North Carolina at 
Greensboro, Cornell in New York State, Boston 
College, Texas University, University of Rochester, 
Temple University in Pennsylvania, and the University 
of Nebraska. 

Participants receive formal instruction in nine study 
areas. Formal instruction is supplemented with inde¬ 
pendent study and cluster and subcluster learning in 
the following subject areas: Educational Leadership 
Appraisal, Aministrative Problems and Research, 
Field Study Seminars, Administrative Methods of 
Inquiry, Leadership Communication and Interpersonal 
Relations, Educational Leadership and Change, 
Evaluation, Independent Specialization, Creating 
Learning Communities, and Financial, Political, and 
Legal. 

According to the website, the dissertation identifies 
real problems or issues within the work settings. 
Participants gather documentation, devise strategies 
for resolution of the problems, and implement the 
strategies in a field-testing format and then use the 
results to complete several field study products to 
meet doctoral dissertation requirements. 

Czajkowski began to focus on her dissertation in 
her second year of the program. She chose to 
research why so few women become superintendents 
nationally. Only 12 percent of all superintendents 
nationally are women. Czajkowski thought to interview 
women superintendents in Massachusetts, but in

Western Massachusetts, they did not exist! She had 
to look outside of Massachusetts into Connecticut and 
found seven women superintendents and included 
one more from Rhode Island. 

As part of her doctoral dissertation, the women she 
interviewed had to have at least five years experience 
as a superintendent, even though the average 
expectancy of any superintendent is roughly 2.6 
years. 

“I wanted to interview people who had been in that 
role at least double the average time. I mailed for 
Connecticut's State Directory of Schools. Another cri¬ 
terion was to find female superintendents in districts 


with student populations of 2,000 - 7,000. Every one 
I interviewed met this criterion except Rhode Island. 

“I interviewed Diana Lam, superintendent of 
Providence, Rhode Island, even though her school 
district includes 14,000 students, because she was 
featured in the American School Board Journal in 
December of 1999 in an article entitled, ‘Why Are 
There So Few Women at the Top?’," she explained. 

Czajkowski discovered through Lam, that the 
expectations of women differ from those of men. “All 
the women superintendents I spoke with had been 
mentored by male superintendents, who encouraged 
them to seek the position,” she noted. 

Czajkowski believes that the support helped these 
women. She also thinks that to affect change in edu¬ 
cation, women will need to be in that top level position. 

"All the women I spoke with talked about the toll it 
has taken on their personal lives. In some cases, their 
spouse had to take over the role of homemaker, tak¬ 
ing over even traditional roles such as cooking and 
cleaning. The women all stressed that they really 
needed the support of their spouse. Every woman 
gave freely of her time for my interview,” Czajkowski 
observed. 

“I went to them. I always felt inspired after these 
interviews. I took this topic due to some aspect of my 
own personal drive. Professionally, it is a goal of mine 
to be a superintendent someday," she added. 

The program through Nova Southeastern 
University also required that participants attend two 
summer institutes, international academic confer¬ 
ences that carry course credit and are held at Nova 
Southeastern. 

Commencement ceremonies will take place on July 
1st, 2001, also at Nova Southeastern. This might 
result in the first female superintendent in Western 
Massachusetts.

The annual Springfield National College Fair, for 
prospective college students and their parents, will be 
held at the Eastern States Exposition grounds on 
Memorial Avenue in West Springfield on Sunday, 
March 11th from 12:00 noon to 4:00 p.m., and again 
on Monday, March 12th from 9:00 a.m.-12:30 p.m. 

The Fair will be held in the Young Building, behind 
the Better Living Center. Parking on the Exposition 
grounds and admission to the Fair are free. 

Sponsored by the National Association for College 
Admission Counseling (NACAC), the Springfield 
National College Fair provides high school students 
and parents with the opportunity to talk directly with 
admissions representatives from more than 200 col¬ 
leges, universities, and other educational services, 
and to pick up catalogs and other helpful literature.

Kindergarten 
Registration To 
Be Conducted 

The Agawam Public Schools will be conducting 
registration and screening of children entering kinder¬ 
garten in September 2001. Children who will be five 
(5) years of age prior to October 1st are eligible for 
enrollment in kindergarten in September. 

Chapter 766, the Massachusetts Special 
Education Regulations, requires that each school dis¬ 
trict provide services for identifying children with spe¬ 
cial needs. Screening is not a test nor an in-depth 
evaluation, but an observance of how a child is grow¬ 
ing in different areas of development. 

A screening team, composed of specialists, will be 
observing the children’s development in several 
areas, namely: Speech, Language, Gross and Fine 
motor, Behavior and Physical Development. This 
process will be completed during the kindergarten 
registration which will be held at the elementary 
schools. 

Screening dates are as follows: Granger School, 
March 29th & 30th; Clark School, April 5th & 6th; 
Robinson Park School, April 26th & 27th; Phelps 
School, May 3rd & 4th. Parents who have not already 
contactecd their neighborhood school should do so 
immediately. Children will be screened by appoint¬ 
ment only.

Granger School Students Hold 
Fundraiser For Red Cross

Granger School students from the classes of Mrs. 
Sharon Gendron, Mrs. Linda Thomas, and Ms. Karen 
Blake were pleasantly surprised when the total from 
their fundraising efforts was announced. 

At a presentation by Red Cross Director of 
Development for the Pioneer Valley, Jane Clark, the 
total raised by the three Granger classrooms was over 
$500! Due to the response of the Red Cross to many 
recent fires on local and national fronts and to other 
disasters such as earthquakes, the organization has 
become more visible recently. 

Demands on the Red Cross have never been 
greater, and the organization has had to take out a 
line of credit, something they have never done before. 

Clark explained, “We are in the middle of an emer¬ 
gency fundraising campaign. We have expended 
nearly triple our annual emergency assistance budg¬ 
et." 

The second-grade classes at Granger brought 
home milk cartons and family members dropped their 
spare change in the “banks," according to Mrs. 
Patricia Lapinski of Room 15. “This is part of our 
Social Studies, about being part of a community. We 
read a story called ‘A Chair For My Mother,’ about a 
little girl who lost her home and everything she owned 
in a fire.” 

Melanie Motter, a teacher’s aide, contacted the 
Red Cross, which visits schools and other organiza¬ 
tions, giving presentations about their services. 


According to Clark, “We were approached by 
Granger School because the children had done the 
fundraising and they wanted to combine our presen¬ 
tation with their donation to us. They did a really super 
job raising the money to help other families."

Dunant used the Swiss flag colors in reverse: red on 
white rather than a white cross on red. Dunant 
inspired Clara Barton, founder of the American Red 
Cross after the Civil War. 

Clark explained, “All American Red Cross assis¬ 
tance is free, made possible by the generous dona¬ 
tions of people who care, like the Granger students 
and People’s Bank, which helps with grants. Our pres¬ 
ent need is great."

Three scholarships will be awarded in 
each division of the American Legion; one in the 
amount of $2,500; one in the amount of $2,000; and 
one in the amount of $1,000.

Gendron & Taylor Lead AHS Girls’ Hoop In 2000-2001

What started out as a season of promise for 
Agawam girls’ basketball didn’t turn out that way. 

After a run that saw them win seven of their first 
eight games under new Coach Bronwyn Monahan, 
they suddenly went south, losing nine straight, thus 
putting their playoff chances in real jeopardy. 

In the end, despite making an excellent effort to get 
into the big show, they went 9-11 and ended up watch¬ 
ing from the sidelines. 

The Brownies were led by Jill Gendrpn’s 216 
points, which translated into 10.8 points a game. The 
senior also contributed defensively down the stretch, 
especially when they won two of their final three 
games to make a run at postseason play. Gendron 
also popped in five three-pointers. She is a perennial 
All-Western Mass, softball player who should receive 
consideration in girls’ hoop for her efforts this year. 

Sophomore Vicky Taylor came in with 155 total 


points (7.8 ppg). The 5’11” center was big under the 
boards in the first half of the season, averaging 12 
rebounds a game before settling for a 9-9 average in 
that department for the season. She had five three- 
pointers, and is a bonafide big-time player in the mak¬ 
ing. 

Jenna Shea, a junior, hit 135 points (6.8 ppg) along 
with 11 three’s. Monahan chose her to run the offense 
and she did a good job. A year of experience will help 
her. 

Senior forward guard Liz Stieg averaged 6.2 points 
a game for 124. For the second straight year, Stieg led 
the team in three-pointers with 21, down from her 28 
of last season. At times, she jump-started the offense 
with her treys. 

Senior veteran Laura Bucalo, as did all of the 
above, played in all 20 games. She had 83 points (4.2 
ppg). Her leadership was invaluable at many points 


during the season. 

Also contributing were sophomore Kristen Strole, 
senior Keegan Clark, and freshman Meghan Kelly. 

Monahan had stressed all along that if they were to 
be successful, they would have to hold opponents to 
40 points or under in their games. They gave up a 
total of 847 (42.3 ppg). They scored 836 (41.8 ppg) 
and had a team total of 42 three-pointers. 

Their biggest margin of victory came against West 
Side, 54-32, in the next to the last game of the sea¬ 
son. Their biggest loss was to Cathedral, 66-43, on 
January 19tyh. They were 5-4 at home and 4-7 on the 
road. 

Perhaps the must frustrating loss came in the sea¬ 
son finale, 50-42, to Longmeadow, the Division I top 
seed. But there were a couple they probably should 
have won - a 46-44 loss to Comp on January 17th and 
a setback to West Side, 45-43, on February 2nd.
